WASHINGTON, July 16.—A 
rush toward the Capitol by the 
throng of veterans demanding the 
bonus threatened disorder as Con- 
gress met today for its last session, 
but quick police action quieted the 
situation.

Walter W. Waters, leader of the 
main body of ex-soldicrs, was held 
under arrest a short time until he 
and his aids agreed to do,their best 
to keep their followers from mass- 
ing at the Capitol] doors, once they 
were dispersed. 

Pelham  D. Glassford, 
chief, then undertook to get the 
somewhat turbulent crowd in a 
cheerful frame of mind—prepara- 
tory to having them go back. 

An army pdrse and men from 
the veterans’ ranks led in song, 
topping off for the time the yell- 
ing and jeering that marked the 
first run across the Capitol plaza. 

Waters Addresses Crowd. | 

Efforts to break up the concen- 
tration were slow and deliberate 
on Glassford’s part, and there was 
no sign of success for a time. 

Finally, Waters was brought to 
a temporary bandstand confronting 
the gathering, where he addressed 
the crowd. He quickly got a hear- 
ing and stated that Glassford had 
arrested him because he was under 
the impression that Waters had 
given signals to his men to break 
through the police lines and follow 
him to the bandstand. 

Waters told the men he had 
made: arrangements under which 
they would be permitted to occupy 
the steps in front of the rotunda 
and as much space as they might 
need in the plaza in front of the 
rotunda. 

He had agreed they would not 
occupy, the steps in front of the 
Senate and the House wings or en- 
croach on them. After his brief 
address, the steps in front of theT 
rotunda were quickly crowded and 
several thousand men ocoupied the 
plaza in front of them. 

Leaders Call on Garner. 

Waters accompanied by a half 
dozen of.his men, spent almost 
half an hour in Speaker Garner's 
office. He protested against ad- 
journment of Congress until Ieg- 
islation had been passed to take 
gare of the veterans in Washing- 
ton and for payment in full of 
the bonus, and said he suggested 
that, instead of adjournment, Con-

president of the company. 

Referring to mortgage loans of 
the company, the auditor reports 
that he has reason to believe “that 
in certain cases the names of par- 
ties shown on the records of the 
company in connection with loaus 
are not the names of the real par- 
ties involyed.”

ceived by Oliver T. Remmers, attor- 
ney for the insurance. department. 
He intends to file it in Circuit 
Court, which ordered liquidation of 
the company’s business.

Official 


Says Street Reading Is 
or Two Above 
Record. 


Prospects of a. comparatively 
low. average temperature in 8t. 
Louis for this summer were dissi- 
patgd by the present hot ele 
Roscoe Nunn, meteorologist 
charge of the local office of ‘ae 
Weather Bureau. ‘said today. Some 
very cool spells would be neces- 
sary to reduce the summer’s av- 
erage below normal, he sajd. 

Some early forecasts indicated 
that an abnormally cool summer 
might be anticipated. because of 
the possibility that dust might be 


upper bir as a result of the violent 
eruptions in pence America last 
spring. 

No tomperaties influences fron 
volcanic dust may be expected this. 
summer,“Nunn said, since advices 
he has received from.Washington 
indicate that no information has 
been received showing volcanic 
dust this season has had any ap- 
preciable-effect on temperature 
even in the volcanic areas in the 
Southern hemisphere. 

“If the Southern hemisphere 
were affected by an eruption,” 
Nunn explained, “it would take 
months for its results to affect 
St. Louis. And it would be neces- 
sary to have an eruption of suffi- 
cient violence to throw the dust 
high into the air.” 

Although the first week of July 
was cooler than usual, averaging 

bout a degree below the. normal 
of 78 degrees, Nunn said, she pres- 
ent hot spell, which began July 10, 
ranged above normal.

“The official. thermometer is in 
a shaded shelter 10 feet above the 
gravel roof,” ‘Nunn said. “The roof 
absorbs plenty of heat, yet over 
a two-year pePiod the average 
there is only a degree higher than 
the temperatures recorded by our 
thermometer at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field which is in a similar shelter 
only five feet above the ground.” 

Nunn added, however, that at 
night the bureau’s thermometer 
registers several degrees higher 
than thermometers in Sst. Louis 
County. because so much heat is 
thrown off by “‘the mass of the 
city,” meaning the heat absorbed 
by big buildings during the day. 

At-6 o’clock in the morning a 
divergence of about six degrees oft- 
en is noted between the ther- 
mometer at the airport and the one 
on top of the Railway. Exchange 
building. Thursday morning, Nunn 
recalled, it registered 81 degrees 
downtown as compared with 75 at 
the flying field.

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INSANITY VERDICT 


A war ‘veteran’s dramatic ap- 


pearance in Probate Court at Clay- 
ton yesterday as a jury declared 
him to be of unsound mind caused 
the Judge to tear up the decision 
and the jury to give a new verdict, 
adjudging him to be sane, 

At the eng of a brief hearing, in 
which an attorney for the Veterans’ 
Bureau introduced a doctor’s cer- 
tificate that Victor A. Kunz, 48 
years old, 9977 South Broadway, 
suffered from paranoia, a mental 
illness, Judge Stahlhuth was about 
to enter the jury’s verdict on the 
record when a man stood up in the 
rear of the room. 

“Do you know Victor Kunz?” he 
asked, addressing the jury, which 
appeared astonished. “Have you 
ever seen Victor Kunz?” 

Several of the jurymen shrugged 
their shoulders. 

Demands to Be Heard. 

“You've never seen him, yet 
you’ve declared him insane,” the 
man continued. ‘Well, I’m Victor 
Kunz, and I don’t think this i: a 
tair way to try me, I demand 0 
be heard.” 

After conferring with the vet- 
eran’s lawyers, who was an at- 
torney appointed by the Court who 
had never seen his client, and the 
Veterans’ Bureau attorney, Judge 
Stahlhuth directed that the case 
be tried again. 

Kunz, whose wife, Mrs. Maude 
Kunz, said she requested the sanity 
hearing at the suggestion of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, then took the 
In refutation of a conten- 
tion that he, was subject to hal- 
lucinations He told in vivid fashion 
of his experiences on a burial! detail 
on the battlefields of St. Mihiel 
Chateau Thierry and the Argonne, 
climaxing his narrative by pro- 
ducing a corroborative letter from 
the Rev. Ernest A. Reed of Wich- 
ita, Kan., Senior Chaplain of the 
Fourth Division, in which Kunz 
served as a private in -Conrpany 
L, of the 58th Infantry. 

Buried 1000 Men Under Shell Fire. 

The chaplain, whose letter was 
written two months ago to, ex- 
ecutives of the Veterans’ Hospital, 
wrote that Kunz had buried 1000 
soldiers and was under shell fire 
for 83 days. In many cases he 
assisted the chaplain, the letter 
stated. 

Kunz outlined his. war record, 
mentioning eng: sements in which 
he participated, in one of which 
he suffered a flesh wound, prior 
to his assignment to the burial de- 
tail in July, 1918. 

When he told of his service in 
that gruesome detail he described 
scenes on the battlefield, telling 
of interring “unknown soldiers’’ 
and marking their graves with 
wooden crosses, 

“It was a sleepless job,”’ Kunz 
declared, “a job a mam never for- 
gets. Hallucinations? I wish they 
were.” 

Kunz told of his hospitalization, 
saying he was a patient at the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital at Jefferson Bar- 
racks from last April 1 to May 13. 
He criticised his treatment there, 
declaring he waa kept in a barred 
ward and subjected to painful 
treatments, including a spinal 
puncture. He exhibited a bottle 
of yellow pills labeled “poison” 
which he said had been given him 
there, 

The jury, which had been sworn 
in again when Kunz appeared at 
the conclusion of the original 
trial, retired for a few minutes 


-lafter hearing his testimony and re- 


turned with its verdict adjudging 
him to be of sound mind.

BILL FOR BETTER NOTICE 
OF ZONING CHANGES PASSED 


If Signed by Mayor It Will Be- 
come Effective Aug. 


25. 

A bill intended to give affected 
property owners better notice of 
proposed changes of the zoning 
law was passed unanimously by the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. It 
was introduced by Alderman Kaufe- 
man. If sigried by Mayor Miller, 
it Will become effective about Aug. 
25. 

The measure provides. for publi- 
cation in two newspapers, 15 days 
befone the required public hearing 
on a zoning change by an alder- 
manic committee, of notice of the 
hearing. H also provides that the 
clerk of the Board of Aldermen 
shall give the City Marshal a list 
of the owners of property within an 
area affected by a proposed change 
and within a district 185 feet wide 
adjacent to this area, for. personal 
service of notice of the hearing. 
Applicants for changes in the zon- 
ing law will be required to pay the 
Comptroller $25 to’cover cost of 
the advertisements and service. 

At present the only required no- 
tice is through publication in the 
City Journal, which very few prop- 
erty owners see: A complaint 

y zoning advocates, in con- 
nection with the pumerous changes 
of zoning districts in the past has 
been that property owners: con- 
cerned often were not aware of 
proposals until too late to inter- 
fere. Asa result, aldermanic hear- 
ings on changes often were held 
without matcrial opposition being 
expressed. 

The General Council on Civic 
Needg is circulating initiative peti-, 
tions for an even more thorough 
revision of the procedure for 
amending the zoning law.

To the Sditor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
I T is my sincere belief that St. Louls 

‘can put every unemployed man in the 
metropolitan area to work within 30 days. 
The plan is simple; it is not original wit 
me; it has been put into effect in a ‘very 
small degree already; it is a conditione 
sine qua non for economic recovery. My 
purpose is to hasten its universal adop- 
tion, to bring about in a month what is 
inevitably bound to come within a year 
or two, or more, but nevertheless, in- 
evitably.. Your editorial columns have 
advocated it. But it needs more than 
advocacy; it needs action.

‘The plan is a shorter weekly schedule 
for working men. Adopt no fixed rate, 
let each manufacturer or employer adapt 
the general principle to the conditions of 
his own particular industry or, business. 
The simplest application is @ case 
where a plant operates 24 hours a day, 
in three shifts. Change to four shifts of 
six hours each. Increase the number em- 
ployed by.a third. This general principle 
may be most easily applied in any in- 
dustry that makes use of labor-saving 
machinery. The Owens-Illir~is Glass Co., 
the Shell Refinery at Wood River, the 
Nestor-O’Bear Glass Co. in East St. Louis 
have applied the new schedule. 

It would be well to visit these places 
and observe their operation. Obtain 
facts and results. Then sell the idea to 
every employer in St. Louvis. It is not 
enough for isolated plants to adopt the 
short week.

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CLEVELAND TRIES OUTDOOR OPERA. 

Cleveland’s recent venture into outdoor opera of- 
fers an interesting contrast to what St. Louis has 
done in Forest Park. Cleveland has a municipal sta- 
dium that is pretty much of a white elephant. It 
has 78,189 permanent seats and will hold a total of 
110,000. Eight nights of grand opera were planned 
recently by a culturally minded group. Twenty thou- 
sand seats were allotted, and costs were scaled to near 
this figure, with seats at 25 cents to $2. The aver- 
age attendance each night, despite performances of 
high excellence, was Only 7000. Now, that is a large 
crowd for grand opera anywhere. But it did not meet 
the expectations. of the backers, and so there was 
disappointment all around. The sponsors of St. Louis 
opera have always had a sure objective—the provi- 
sion of light entertainment for the mass of the peo- 
They knew precisely what it was they wanted, 
and they went after it. When the present outdoor 
theater was built in Ferest Park, there was the same 
certainty of objective behind the plan. It has proved 
to be not a civic white elephant, but, within the lim- 
itations it has set for itself, a civic asset of high 
rank. 
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SEATTLE’S JOBLESS SET AN EXAMPLE. 

The Unemployed Citizens’ League of Seattle, whose 
organization we took note of some time ago, con- 
tinues to be one of the most interesting agencies at 
work to relieve human suffering caused by unemploy- 
ment. @Vriting in the current issue of the Labor 
Record, Carl Brannin, one of the founders and lead- 
ers of the organization, reports that by banding the 
unemployed together in neighborhood units, it has 
been possible to accomplish a great deal in the way 
of relief work which previously had seemed unob- 
tainable through the channels of constituted charities. 

Self-help and interchange of products are the chief 
instruments of the organization. Its 13,000 fami- 
lies, representing 50,000 persons, are demonstrating 
the practicality of joining together in a common 
undertaking. Centralized gathering, handling and 
conservation of surplus and available foodstuffs, with 
representatives of the unemployed themselves in 
charge of and.doing the work, means that efficiency 
and cheapness in the costs of distribution are being 
sought at the same time. The fact that no officer or 
worker receives any financial remuneration means 
that practically all of the league’s relief efforts go 
directly for relief. Peak. 

Controlling about one-third of the votes in Seattle, 
the group has already made itself a political power. 
The present Mayor was elected with the league’s sup- 
port. What the future holds for Seattle’s unified un- 
employed remains to be seen. But to date they have 
set an example of orderly action that their brothers 
and sisters in other cities could do far worse than to 
follow. .

The increase probably is only tempo- 
rary, since local records for the last 58 years show 
a gteady downward trend, with occasional years of 
increase, although the decrease in the last decade has 
been smaller than before. However, determining the 
causes of the present increase is important to public 
well-being. . . pas ? 
The first explanation that comes to mind is the 


economic depression, with its under-nourighment, | 


over-crowding, lowered resistance and lack of proper 
medical care for a great sector of the population. All 


these are conditions favorable to the increase of | 


tuberculosis. However, this is not the true reason, 
according to the report of Dr. H. I. Spector, Tubercu- 
losis Controller, nor will the end of the depression 
necessarily mean a reduced death rate. Comparison 
with the tuberculosis mortality. of 44 other cities, 
some of which have been hit harder by the depression 
than has St. Louis, offers no parallel. 

Rather, the controller says, spread of the disease 
is caused by shortage of nurses, shortage of clinics 
and staffs, increase in the more susceptible Negro 
population and, most important, by insufficient hos- 
pital facilities for isolation and treatment. This 
forces many sufferers to remain at home and at work, 
thereby infecting others and spreading the disease. 
Since the shortage has persisted since 1923, the ac- 
cumulation seems now to have reached the point 
where it represents an increase in mortality. 

The depression, however, doubtless will have an 
effect on future statistics. As it requires several 
years for the disease to run its course, persons be- 
coming infected under the present conditions will 
probably appear as an upturn in the mortality curve 
at some time in future. Since the end of the de 

ression is not likely to reduce the death rate, the 

eed. for greater facilities, to care for the lengthy 

waiting list and ¢urb this growing menace to the 
city, is imperative. The public would never rest 
were sufferers from smallpox, diphtheria or scarlet 
fever at large in the community for want of ade- 
quate facilities for Aheir care. Tuberculosis is, like 
them, an infectious disease, though the incubation 
period and the course of the disease are of much 
longer duration. 

In planning a possible bond issue for publie works 
to aid in the relief situation, the addition of hospital, 
facilities for tuberculosis patients should receive 
foremost consideration. f

More than 80 years 
a member of that great university’s faculty, he was 
freely conceded to be its most popular professor. 
News of his passing will take Wisconsin alumni back 
to his crowded classes, for practically everyone who 
went to Madison either registered in his courses or 
attended them as an auditor.

I submit my record shows I can 
be trusted to so do.

- Ip Reply to Igoe. 

Dearmont’s statement was in re- 
ply to charges made by William L. 
Igoe, St. Louis manager for Fran- 
cis M. Wilson, Dearmont’s oppo- 
nent, in a speech tnis week before 
the Eighth Ward Democratic or- 
ganization in St. Louis, Igoe at- 
tacked Dearmont as an attorney 
for public utilities. 

Referring to the fact that the 
charges were made by Igoe, rather 
than by Wilson who so far has not 
carried_on an active speaking cam- 
paign, Dearmont said, ‘I call atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. Wilson 
still appears by proxy in his cam- 
paign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor.”

LONDON, July 16.—Field Mar- 
shal Lord Plumer, one of the chief 
commanders of the British Army 
during the World War, died to- 
day after a iong illness: He wili 
be buried Wednesday in Weat- 
minster Abbey. 


Born in 1857, Herbert Charies| | 


Onslow Plumer entered military 


service in 1876, rose rapidly in the 
ranks, won a médal in the Sudan 
campaign, and served with hon- 
ors in South Africa. | 

He was first commander of the 
Fifth Army Corps and then of the 
Second Army of the British Ex- 
peditionary Force in France. Later 
he commanded the Expeditionary 
Force in Italy. 

From 1919 to 1924 he was Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief at 
Malta and he followed Sir Herbert 
Samuel, now Home Secretary, as 
High Commissioner of Palestine in 
1925-1928. 

Since 1918 he had devoted him- 
self to the interests of disabled ex- 
service men.
